Thus IT have made out, that King Fames, both by con-

was. ſubverted, it muſt neceſſarily follow, that the 
Kingly Power was ſubyerted with 'it'; and all 
our 'T'yes of Allegiance, whether founded «pn oath, 
or otherwiſe, are extinguiſlfd, when-the Conſtitution 


-we: were oblig'd to maintain, is diſſolved ; and the 


King of himſelf had diveſted himſelf. of -that Autho- 
rity, which we were to. defend and obey. And. if it 


: be neceſlary to determine the time when this Diſſolu- 


tion happen'd ; I anſwer, That albeit for theſe many 


years our Slavery was deſign'd, and a great many
